afterward added. After the obsequies 
these garlands were suspended in ths 
v illage churt .. on a rod bearing at Its 
ex tremity a ^art in the shape of ta 
escutcheon, upon which the 
initials 
and date were inscribed. These war# 
originally fix ed abov e the 
maiden’s 
pew. 
Some of the earliest and forgotten 
garlands were composed of real flow­ 
ers, but later the cov ered hoops de­ 
scribed were substituted. 
There is a passing allusion to thftS 
"simple memorial of the early dead** 
In "Hamlet." 
"Yet here she is al­
